“© Loudon, Fuly 2. The Paris Gazette 
gives the following charaétcr of the late 
Queen of France [335.]. ** The mort 
eminent virtue, a conttant and folid piety, 
directed all the actions of her life. Her 
vttachment and reipect for the King, her 
tenderne({s to her children, her kindnefs 
to all who bad the honour to ferve or ap- 
proach her, her zeal for religion, her in- 
exhauftible charity, all concur to render 
her lofs for ever fenfible, and her memo- 
ry ever dear, to the King, the Royal Fa- 
mily, the whole Nation! Poland, who 
faw her birth, will participate the lively 
and juft regret of France; where fhe 
reigned a long fucceflion of years. The 
refignation fhe fhewed to the decrees of 
Providence, during the courfe of a long 
WNnefs under which fhe fell, continued to 
the laft moment of her life.” —— The 
Queen made a will, by which fhe defired 
that her heart fhould be carried to Notre 
Dame de Bon-Secours, near Nancy, the bu- 
rialeplace of the King and Queen of Po- 
land, her father andinother ; and direéted 
her funeral to be as private as poflible.” 

In the London pazette of Sept. 27. 
we have three addrefles to the King from 
America, all gracioufly received; the 
chief defign of which will appear from 
the following extraéts, viz. 

The Governor, Council, and Affembly, 
of the Bermuda or Somer iflands, fay, 
** We beg leave to approach your facred 
perfon, to exprefs our grateful fenfe of 
your Majeity’s attention to the welfare 
of thefe iflands, in caufing us to be re- 
drefled for our fuilerings from the French 
depredations at Turks iflands; and, at 
the fame time, to exprefs our unfeigned 
thanks to your Majetty for the late mark 
of your royal favour, teftified by the 
fupply of cannon and ordnance-ftores 
fent to thefe iflands.” 

The Prefident and Council of the ifland 
of Tobago fay, *Penetrated with the 
deepeit gratitude for the blefings we en- 
joy under your Majefty’s mild and moft 
aufpicious reign, and for the bountitul 
inftance of your royal indulgence, in 
granting to us, by your Governor in 
Chief, a completion of lepiflature, fo ef- 
fentially neceilary for the good and wel- 
fare of this colony ; permit us to hope it 
mney not be unpleafing to our moit pra- 
cious Sovereign, that amid{t the difficul- 

ties, dangers, and diftrefles, conftantly

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attending the efiablifhment of new fettle- 
ments in this climate, his fubyeds in To- 
bego entertain the warme(t expectations 
of feeing their efforts crowned with fuc- 
cefs, and thet this fertile ifland will foon 
become of confiderable importance to 
the commerce and navigation of the Bri- 
tifh empire.” — Dated, Council. chamber, 
Tobogo, Fuly lf. 1768. 

The Aticmbly of Tobago fay, “ We 
bep leave to embrace the earliett oppor- 
tunity of prefenting your Majefty our 
moft humble and fincere thanks for the 
many diftinguillied marks of your royal 
favour conferred on the inhabitants of 
this infent colony; aud particularly for 
pracioully beflowing on us a complete 
lepiflature, the greateft boaft and happi- 
nels of your Majefty’s fubdjedts.” 

On the 2d of Augutt, the Earl of Bute, 
who had been for fome time before in a 
bad fate of health, imbarked at Dover 
for France. H's Lordihip went in a pri- 
vate manner till he came to Dover; and 
when he imbarked, being obliged to go 
near aimle from his inn to the vetlel, 
the populace followed him, but without 
apy infult, as had been reported. 

Sunday his Ma- 
jefty’s fhip Favourite was paid, at Spit- 
head, two months advance. She is bound 
to Faulkland ifland, one of the new-dil- 
covered ones [378. xxix.

A calculation kas been made, that the 
expence of the late election for members 
of parliament exceeded the fum of two 
millions. 

There have been for fome time patt 
warm debates in the Ratt-India compa- 
ny’s courts, — The following queftion 
was decided by ballot on the 8th of July, 
viz. ** That orders be forthwith fent to 
the Governor and council of Bengal, for 
the immediate payment, out of the reve- 
nues of Bengal, Bahar, and Orixa, of 
what remains unpaid of the re{litution- 
money of Meer Jaffier, to the feveral 
perfons to whom it is duc, according to 
their claims, as admitted by the commit- 
tee formerly appointed for that purpole, 
whether fuch ciuims are found to arife 
from lofles in trade of falt, beetle-nut, 
or tobacco, or note” and the numbers 
were, forthe queition 115, againft it

On the 2oth of the fame month the 
ourt of dire¢tors came to the following 
refoiutions, wiz. As the molt etiec- 
tual method to prevent the fale of the 
command of {hips in the company’s fer- 
vice, That from and after the 25th of 
Mirch next, upen the death of a com- 
mainder of any thip, empioyed or to be 
employed in the company’s fervice, or 
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whenever there fhall be a vacancy of a 
commander by refignation, incapacity, or 
otherwife, another commander fhall be 
chofen by the court of direétors, to fupply 
fuch vacancy, out of perfons who have 
commanded a fhip in the company’s fer- 
vice, or who bave performed at leaft one 
voyage in the capacity of chief or fecond 
mate, to the Eaft Indies ; and that fuch 
choice or appointment fhall be made by 
ballot: and that from and after the faid 
25th of March next, no flip be tendered 
for the company’s fervice but fubje& to 
the faid repulations. 2. That from and 
after the 25th of March next, no fhip 
fhall be built in the room of any fhip 
worn out or loft in the company’s fervice, 
without the leave of the court of direc- 
tors firft had and obtained.” 
| Soon after the following charge againft 
the diretors, fipned TENERIFFE, ap- 
peared inthe papers. ‘* A very extraor- 
dinary refolution of the dire€tors for the 
Fatt-India company was made on the 
2yth day of July latt, to difpofe of more 
than one million Sterling of gentlemens 
) property, without their acquietcence, or 
even fo inuch as any intimation previous 
thereto. As this concerns many families 
of fortune, by printing thele righteous 
and equitable scfolutions, gentlemen im- 
mediately concerned will be judges how 
much they are indebted to the prefent 
fet of dire@tors.” The refolutions are

From thete facts it appears, the direc 
tors, fo far from violating public faith, 
have been remarkably tender, perhaps 
more fo than they can be ftrict!y juttified 
in, by making thefe regulations not take 
place, relative to the captains, till after 
their deceate or refignation ; and relative 
to the fhips, till after the completion of 
their four voyages, the time they are 
contraéted for.” 

A reply to this has appeared ; in which 
fome of the faéts are denied, particular. 
ly that it is the caufe of the increale of 
freight, but without proof, 

** London, Dec. 22. At a general court 
held yetterday, it appeared, that a very 
extraordinary ftep had been taken, in 
order to conceal the prefent brilliant 
{tate of the company’s affairs, viz. the 
fecreting the fum of 1,20Q 000], from the 
annual account of the cou pany, made up 
to June laft. This manoeuvre, when 
difcovered, «atlorded no {mall diverfion to 
the proprietors, efpecially as the excule 
made for this pious fraud was, that it 
was done with the bett intention poflible, 
that of not letting government into the 
true ftate of the company’s affairs, lett 
they fhould /juceze the company. — The 
truth however came out; which, in few 
words, is, that (notwithflanding com- 
mon-place complaints of bad (ales, fim- 
ple-contra@ debts, dsc.) the company 
bas been going on for three years paft in 
the accumulation of one million three 
hundred thoufand pounds per ann. exclu 
five of the fums paid to government, and 
the augmentation of dividend; {o that 
the proprietors have this confolation at 
lea(t, that if they hace not breu allowed 
two and a half per cent. more than thei 
prefent dividenc, they have neverthelels 
been laying up ever fince the acquifition 
of the dewannee torty per cent. per arm 
an accumulation which, in the twelve ule 
expired years of the charter, would leave 
the company the trifling capital of tweuly 
millions. 

It is faid, that from what pafled at 
this court, it appears, that the company 
have already profited by their territoria 
acquifitions more than five millions Ster 
ling : for they have cifcharped in Bente 


bond-debts to the amount of 700,000!) 
they

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they have allowed increafe of their an- 
nual accounts 1,600,0001.; they have 
remaining in the different treafuries of 
Bengal 800.0001. ; they have at Madrafs

hare their warehoutes full of goods, their 
homeward and outward bound fhipsirichly 
laden, and they have juft acquired «the 
dewannee of the Myfore country and 
Balagat Carnatic; an acquifition which is 
varioufly reprefented, tome ftating it at 
three millions annually, and others at no 
nore than two.” 

* Jiondon, Dec. 28. A general court of 
the Fatt-Indiacompany was held laft Wed- 
nelday, to confider of fome advices of 
the {tate of their concerns in feveral parts 
of the company’s fettlements, and alfo 
the confideration of fome propofals made 
by the dire@ors to the board of Treafury, 
and the antwers of that board to them. 
The principal matters were, an offer of 
400,000 |. for five years, in confideration 
of waving any claim to the territorial 
revenues of the company in Afia, and on 
an implied condition, that the rettri€étion 
on the dividend thould be enlarged to 
twelve and an halt per cent. with the 
limitation, that no more than one per 
cent, advance be made in one year. The 
fenfe of the court, as far as could be 
gathered from the debates, and other 
appearances, feemed to be againit con- 
curring with the propofals ; but the far- 
ther confideration was adjourned ull that 
day fortnight. 

The term of two years, for which the 
comnpany paid the government 800.000 I. 
to avoid any difcuflion of the claim of 
the crown to the revenue accruing from 
their Afiatic dominions, being expired, 
there is great reafon to believe, that 
their affiirs will occafion great {peculation 
und dilpute. Their negotiations with 
the minittry wiil not only be attended 
with great difficulty ; but, befides, the 
two parties are tiruggling for the direc- 
torfhip ; and the directors theimlelves are 
bow engaged in warm difputes refpecting 
thei¢ meafures.”

companies of bis Majefty’s thips, and the 
armed thips of the Eait- India company, 
and the like fum to the officers and fol- 
diers of his Maje'ty’s artillery, land-for- 
ces, and marines, and the troops of the 
E.tt-India company, who were actually 
prefent at the reduction of Pondicherry, 
Jan. 17. The payment of one 
moiety of thele fuins begun, at London, 
to the feamen on the 29th of Auguft, and 
to the landeforces on the sth of Septem- 
ber; every private feawan’s fhare a- 
mounting to igs. 5d. af and every 
private foldier, to 16s. 2d. The 
executors of the officers aud feamen who 
belonged to his Majetty’s fhips Duke of 
Aquitaine and Sunderland, at the time 
thefe fhips foundered off Pondicherry, 
were intitled to claim their {hares as if 
they had been pretent. 

** London, Fune 2. Tuefday came om 
to be heard Setore the privy council, two 
appeals from Quebec, Lt-Col. Chriftie 
appellunt, and Francis Noble Knipe and 
Joon Le Quefne of Quebec refpondents, 
i fuits which had been brought by the

come out, and rufh amoag the people 
who fupported the pibbet ; on which a 
fray bepan ; and he prefently heard the 
words, him down!) Knock him down! 
trveral tines repre ited: at the fatve infant 
he oblerved the prifoner Hawkins laving 
abont him with a ffick, which he after- 
wares found to be fluck with nails, and 
fiw him trike one or two people, who 
proved to be bis Lord{hip’s fervants. They 
bad ieized the priftoner Hawkins, and 
were drooping towards the Manfion- 
boule; but the mob refcued bim, and he was 
waking oti, when the witnels collared 
bin, with the afliftance of the 
wounded fervants, fecured him the 
Wanton-houls. 

Philp Pvie faid, that being in waiting 
upon the Lord Mavor the night of the 
riot (May g.), he obferved a great mod 
advancing with a gibbet, a boot, and a 
petticoat hanping upon it; and being 
ordered hy hts Lordfhip to feize it, he 
eave Shake, which obliged the mob 
toamtit; that he was pulling it along, 
when a man, who he believed was the 
pruioner, catched a flambeau out of his 
hand, and broke his head with it in fe- 
veral places. Dropping the gibbet, he 
fays, he recovered his flambeau, made a 
thoke at the athulants, (foe there were 
twooor three {liking at him), and 
Was endeavouring to retreat for fear of 
taliing, (in which cate, he said, he mutt 
tndoubtedly have been murdered), when 
he received feveral blows on bis head 
witha flick fuck follof nails, which 
happily flew out of the prifoner’s hand, 
ard his fellow-tervant fnatched it up. 
The priftoner then enveavoured to defend 
himtelf with bis bands, but the witnels 
Vays, be dropped him in bis rage tear 
twenty v. 
when he had got him within ten yards of 
the Manfien bonte, the mob refcued him, 
apd he was meking otf, when Mr Way 
collared hun, end brovaht him back. 

Thomas Woodward, another fervant 
of his Lordilup, confirmed the former e- 
widences: adding, that had it not been 
for the ick before mentioned, the pris 
foner Flickins would have been again 
trom his fellow fervant and Way:

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rds through the mob; but 
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knocked down, and one he Jaid flat’ ip 
the kenne!. 

As to Wild, no pofitive evidence of his 
beinyy aétive inthe fray was produced, 
only F.dward Stinton, a third fervant of iiis 
Lordthip, heard him repeat the words, 
Kuock him down ! Knock him down! which 
Wild, in his defence, acknowledged he 
did fay ; but that having but juft joined 
the inob, and being told that the caufe 
of the tumult was a piel-pecket, he re- 
peated the words after others, and really 
thought that they were meant only a- 
painit the thief. He was acquitted, and 
Hawkins found guilty. 

Thomas Woodcock was tried on a fe- 
parate indidiment, for riotoutfly aflem- 
bling on the night of the roth of May, 
breaking the lamps belonging to tie 
Manfion-houfe, and otherwile difturbing 
the peace, —The chief evidence a- 
gainit him was George Hales, wio fee- 
ing the windows and lamps of the Man- 
fions-houfe ‘much fhattered, anda great 
nob affembled, determined to mix among 
the crond, in order to difcover who com- 
mitted the outrage. He fays, that for 
half an hour he ftood belind the prifon- 
er, aud faw him take a fione out of bis 
pocket every now and then, and look at 
it, and one in particular he faw him 
throw at the fecond lamp, which he kept 
his eye upon part of ihe way, and in- 
itantly heard the lamp break. He favs, 
that after this, he applied to the contta- 
bles; but the conitables ceclined appre- 
hending the prifoner for fear of the mob.

On pafling fen- 
ten. e, the judge fet before them the hei- 
nounels of their crime: but in confide- 
ration of their poverty, fined them only 
ove fhilling each, and ordered them to 
be i pritoned one year in Newpate.

and toughnefs much fuperior to any oak 
in its natural ftate; that American oak 
can be prepared to laft at leatt as long as 
Englith oak unprepared; that oak and. 
elm plank acquire fuch an extraordinary 
pliancy, by varving the procets, as to 
bend Ike a twig, without cracking ; and 
apain th-t elm water pives can be con- 
verted to fuch a bard and tough condi 
tion, as in all probability will remain 
found for a century under ground ; that 
thele properties are not communicated 
by extracting the native juices of wood, 
but by altering their ftate, and in- 
troducing, by art, into the pores, where 
Nature feems to have been defeétive, 
fimilar prefervative principles; that 
wooden utenfils, particularly fuch as de- 
cay {peedily in bad cellars, can be pre 
ferved many years pertectly found; in 
fhort, that the invention is applicable 
to all forts of wood lable to decav in 
open air, as wheel carriages of artillery, 
coaches, carts, ec. Thus much is cer- 
tain, that the elm keel of the Intrepid, 
after being prepared fixteen months, has 
acquired a firinnefs almoft equal to oak 
that the workmen in general complain of 
the harduefs and toughnels of the timber 
in hewing; that it deftroys the edyes of 
their tools; that the chips burn with 
preat difficulty; which are futhcient 
proofs thet the wood has received a confi 
derable alteration ; and which is farther 
confirmed by experiments made upon fe- 
veral pieces of oak, elm, afh, «nd beech, 
fome of which have acquired an additio- 
nal weight of two pounds in fix; which 
fpecimens may be examined here, by 
thofe who are too prone to adopt incre- 
dulity on fuch o cafions.”
